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Parents learn 
from new times

it sure is tough to be a parent these days. 

Besides keeping their children from eating too 
much sugar-coated cereal and watching too much 
television, parents must now worry about various 
learning disabilities experts are finding among 
school children. 

A Pomona optometrist who lives in Rancho 
Cucamonga says many learning disorders are 
caused by the inability many children have in 
controlling their eyes. 

“In the past, people thought these kids were 
lazy or dumb or they just weren’t applying 
themselves,” said Dr. William Bescoby, who 
specializes in visually related learning disabilities 
and frequently lectures teachers and parents 
groups on the identification and treatment of such 
disorders. 

Bescoby recently participated in a three-day 
symposium on “The Leaming Disabled Chiid”’ in 
San Diego. The symposium focused on the 
medical, psychological and educational aspects of 
learning disabled children. 

According to symposium coordinator, Dr. 
Joseph Rosenthal, 5 percent of all school children 
suffer from dyslexia, an ailment causing affected 
people to see jumbled letters on a page. 

Besides dyslexia, which Bescoby said Albert 
Einstein and Thomas Edison may have had and 
athlete Bruce Jenner has, a much larger percentage 
of school children possess less severe learning 
problems related to eye control. 

“By definition, a learning disability is anything 
that restricts the learning ability of someone with 
normal or above normal intelligence,” said 
Bescoby, who said today’s school teachers are 
excellent at diagnosing possible visually impaired 
children. 

At his Pomona office, Bescoby performs tests 
which determine ‘‘the visual system’s ability to 
acquire and process information” and how the eyes 
work with other bodily functions. 

A basic visual evaluation determines if there is 
anything physically wrong with the eyes. Even 
those diagnosed in other tests as having 20-20 
vision can have problems which will show up in the 
visual evaluation. 

“A child may be able to read the bottom line of 
an eye chart and yes, they have 20-20 vision, but 
they can still be farsighted,’ Bescoby said. 

Treatment for any necessary corrections is 
recommended before the “visual efficiency 
evaluation,” which determines how well a patient 
can use or control the eyes. 

‘“‘We want to find out if the kid controls the eyes 
or the eyes control the kid,” Bescoby said. Tests to 
see if children’s eyes “jump along” while they are 
reading are performed in this evaluation. It is often 
determined that a child with a learning disability 
has problems ‘shifting their focus from the

blackboard to a book 12 inches away, then back to 
the blackboard. The ability to go back and forth can 
be very poor,” Bescoby said. 

Control of the visual system is part of the 
body’s overall m otor system, so general motor and 
inner ear development are also addressed in this 
phase of the examination. Problems can generally 
be corrected through correction and therapy, 
Bescoby said. 

The final evaluation assesses a patient’s ability 
to integrate visual information once it reaches the 
visual cortex, the brain’s processing center for 
visual information. 


If a student has problems perceiving what they 
see because of problems determined through this 
evaluation, they have been making decisions on 
only half the information they receive in the 
classroom. 


But visual therapy can eradicate such 
disabilities and Bescoby often recommends a 
patient seek speech and psychological specialists 
to assess other possible learning disorders. 

Bescoby said children only need evaluations 
and correction at the stage problems exist. He 
added that any child, even the few recommended to 
him who do not possess disorders, can enhance 
their learning ability through visual training. 

There are also other ailments which can affect 
children visually such as strabismus (crossed or 
wall eyes) and amblyopia (lazy eyes) which Bescoby

takes steps to correct. 

Bescoby recommends children be brought to 
him when they are 6 months old, 3 years old and 
before they enter kindergarten. 

“It’s literally a better examination with a child 6 
months to 1 year old than a child in his terrible 
twos, Bescoby said. 

Many 2-year-olds are scared by strange looking 
contraptions Bescoby uses in checking patients, 
he explained. 

But to keep children enthused, Bescoby, who 
has a 4-month-old daughter, uses rabbit puppets 
and ‘“‘a whole drawer full of magic tricks.” 

Bescoby’s wife, Nancine, is a sixth grade 
teacher at Carnelian Elementary School in Alta 
Loma. 

“Once the kids who come in for the first time 
see all that awesome equipment, tears come to 
their eyes,” he said when asked why he performs 
such acts. 

‘‘Mothers call here all the time wanting to 
schedule the doctor with the magic show,” said 
Bescoby, who shares his facility with Dr. Robert 
Kettenhofen. ‘Fathers drive their kids to the office 
because they heard of the doctor with the magic 
show.” 

On Mondays and Wednesdays, Bescoby keeps 
his office open until 7 p.m. to handle children 
brought in after school. He doesn’t like treating 
children while they are involved in a number of 
activities because it confuses them. 

“Tlike to put it off until their schedule is less 
demanding. A lot of times, you can be the problem 
instead of solving the problem.” ©

Librarians in the Southern California area 
decided in 1982 to have an Olympic theme for 
their 1984 Summer Reading Program to 
coincide with the 1984 Summer Olympics. 


The possibilities seemed obvious. 
However, the copyright laws have made the 
planning for such a library program proceed 
much more slowly than the plans for the 
actual summer Oympic Games. The 
renovations to LAX and the L.A. Sports 
Coliseum are already complete; the Olympic 
swimming pool at USC is finished; the rowing 
anid canoeing facility at Lake Casitas is 
complete; the velodrome for Olympic cycling 
is finished at Cal State Dominguez Hills; Cal- 
Trans has most of the new freeway signs in 
place; and even the Tree Peopie have most of 
their Urban Forest planted. All this progress 
while Southern California librarians are still 
trying to come up with a summer reading 
program tied in to the Olympics. 

Our problem is that we are forbidden the 
use of copyrighted word “Olympics” or 
“Olympiad”’or any official Olympic symbols in 
library artwork. We are planning an Oympic 
program for which we may not even use the 
word “Olympic”. 

The copyright issue has affected the

Students at one Upland school have shown an 
improvement of 12 to 16 percent in reading skills 
since a new reading testing program was 
implemented in September. 

Loren Sanchez, assistant superintendent of 
instruction, reported to trustees last week on the 
new reading test procedures, how results were 
tabulated to help classroom teachers and what the 
next step will be. 

“This test is a criterion reference test. Students 
usually won't score well at the beginning of the 
year but get better,’ Sanchez told trustees. 

The district had a reading program but was not 
getting results to indicate what improvements were 
needed, Sanchez said. 

“We were spending money on an existing 
(reading) program, which had a few uses but 
nothing that would justify the money spent for it,” 
Sanchez told the trustees. 

With the new program, test results have been

planning of libraries’ summer reading program 
to the degree it has because the 1984 Olympic 
Games are being conducted solely with private 
funds for the first time. All associations with 
the games are reserved exclusively for those 
who paid for the privilege. These 
“associations” with the Oympic Games 
include the use of the many familiar logos and 
symbols — all the insignia people, especially 
chidren, associate immediately with the 
Olympic Games. 

The use of the five interlocking rings (or 
anything that resembles five interlocking 
rings) is reserved for commercial use by the 
Amateur Sports Act of 1978. The Olympic 
torch logo belongs to the U.S. Olympic 
Committee. The ‘Stars in Motion” logo, and 
mascot, Sam the Olympic Eagle, have been 
copyrighted by the Los Angeles Olympic 
Organizing Committee. The motto Cicius 
Aitius Fortius is aiso copyrighted. 

The ownership of all these symbols and 
logos allows funds to be raised for the games, 
and for American athletes who are not 
federally subsidized. The LAOOC has 
promised to vigorously pursue violations of 
these laws. 

The fact that libraries would incorporate 
these logos and symbols into their summer 
programs for strictly educational purposes 
makes no difference. The March of Dimes 
Society was sued for its use of the word

divided into different portions of reading study;

“Olympics,” as in its Reading Olympics 
program. 

Librarians are faced with the task of 
creating artwork and program titles fora 
program about the Olympics without the use 
of readily associated words and symbols. To 
devise a children’s program around the 
Olympics without calling it “Olympics” was 
challenging. 

The theme will be “Go For The Gold.” The 
artwork for the bookmarks, trading cards, ‘“‘log- 
sheets,” schedules, posters and banners will 
not include anything obviously associated 
with copyrighted Olympics symbols. 


Now, just exactly what our programs will 
turn out to look like is not certain.

Working around the unexpected red tape 
has been frustrating, but the prospects for the 
Upland Library’s 1984 summer reading 
program are getting more exciting as we 
prepare for the June 25 ‘“‘opening day”’. 


We will be using the Reading Game, format 
which worked so well last summer. However, 
caution will be exercised when designing this 
year’s Board Game, bulletin board name 
markers and standing displays.

STRESSES OF 
MID-LIFE 


Social service agencies and 
government funding have long 
recognized the needs of the 
young and the elderly but have 
tended to ignore the stresses of 
middle age. Yet there are com- 
mon stresses that men and 
women in this age group share. 
Awareness of them may help one 
realize that these are not unique 
personal problems. 

In our twenties, our life-span 
seems infinite. It is in the middle 
years that we become aware that 
we are in a race with time. Facing 
the realistic limitations that exist 
on our achievements, possibly 
relinquishing the aspirations and 
expectations of our earlier years, 
is for many a very difficult task. 

In early adulthood we leave 
our parents, but in middle age, 
they leave us, if not through 
death, then by no longer being 
able to be the nurturers. Indeed, 
we often have to become the 
care-givers for our now- 
dependent parents. This role 
reversal can be experienced as a 
significant loss. 

At the same time, middle-aged 
parents are facing another strug- 
gle: their teenage children are no 
longer focused on the family and 
are no longer unquestionably 
adoring and compliant. They're 
moving away from the family, 
often with much trying tension 
and conflict. 

Individuals immersed in these 
mid-life conflicts should 
recognize that they are dealing 
with very difficult life issues, and 
should not berate themselves for 
feelings of anxiety, sadness and 
stress.

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rom frogs to binary computer computa- 
tion, students displayed science projects 
recently at the third annual Science Fair 
at Deer Canyon School in Rancho Cucamonga. 

Students in fourth through sixth grades 
prepared scientific projects for the annual event 
on their own time, according to Robert Nilsen. 
Nilsen is a fifth grade teacher at Deer Canyon 
School and is science fair coordinator. 





“Students can get help from teachers and can 
use community resources. We expect parents to 
help, but not do it,”” Nilsen said. 

Nilsen said the science fair is designed to 
provide motivation, self-confidence and self- 
respect for participating students as well as 
encouraging scientific research and investiga- 
tion. 

Students were given recognition for their 
efforts at ceremonies last Thursday. “Each 
student participating received a certificate of 
merit and a certificate for a hamburger from 
Carl’s Jr. Ribbons and cash awards of $20, $10 
and $5 for first through third place, were provided 
by the PTA. First and second place award- 
winning exhibits will be entered in the Alta Loma 
school district science fair,” Nilsen said. 

Winners at district level are entered in a 
science fair held at Chaffey Community College, 
according to Nilsen. 

This year’s entries were judged by Arcie 
Aleman, a fifth grade teacher at Carnelian 
Elementary School; Donna Bebensee, manager at 
Carl’s Jr; and Rose Ann Cobos, a Chaffey 
College science teacher. “We try to have a 
teacher, a scientist and a layman on our judging 
panel,” Niisen said. 

According to Aleman, judges look for creative 
ability, scientific thought, thoroughness, clarity 
and skill. 

“As judges, we try to be as fair as possible to 
all the students,” she said. While parents are 
encouraged to help, the judges are watchful for 
projects where parental involvement may have 
outweighed student work. 

“Being a teacher, | can tell what work is 
comparable to the different grade levels. We 
don’t look for the most artistic project, we want 
to see if the student learned something. If they 
used a scientific method of miaking a hypothesis 
and coming up with (experiment) results for their 
conclusions. That’s what a science fair is all 
about,” Aleman said. 

“We look for thoroughness of scientific 
thought and neatness in the project’s presenta- 
tion,” she said. 

Bebensee said she looks for clarity when 
evaluating the science projects. ‘I check to see if 
| can understand the idea and how much effort 
was the student’s and how did the parents help.” 
She is also concerned with creativity and how 
much thought went into the project. 

Students begin developing their science 
projects in November. Each student receives an 
information booklet to review and a list of 
proposed topics. 

“We give them project pointers and tips for 
parents along with their entry forms,” Nilsen 
said. 

To prompt more entries, teachers elected to 
make a project mandatory for students desiring 
an A grade in science. ‘If students wanted to be 
eligible for an A in science for the second 
semester they had to enter a project. However, 
this did not guarantee they would get an A in 
science,” Nilson said. 


The new rule was made after the initial 
response to the fair was poor. “The science fair 
is voluntary but we weren’t getting enough 
participation, so the teachers voted to make it 
mandatory for students wishing to get an A,” he 
said. 

Awards were presented by Principal Gary Hall 
and Nilsen. Each grade level had_ first-through- 
third-prize honors as well as an _ honorable 


mention.

Springs, and had quite a history. 


It once served as a water source for early 
desert travelers, an Indian campground, an 
Army outpost, a stagecoach relay station, a 
railroad stop, a mining center, headquarters 
for an evangelist, a health resort, and a desert 
studies center. 


“Notebook” mentioned that the site is now 
under the Bureau of Land Management, 
Barstow Resource Area Office and that tours 
of many of its interesting features are 
available on Saturdays and Sundays.

But it took a lot of quick work over the 
weekend to open the campus by Monday and 
Principal Don Culp commended students, 
parents and teachers for service above and 
beyond the call of duty and paychecks. 

“The staff, students and parents were great 
to help,” Culp said. “They come out and we 
really work them. They were ready to respond.” 

Meanwhile, miles and miles from “home,” 
the Etiwanda High School band performed at 
Disneyland.

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CC golfers adjusting 
to new team concept

Team play is aconcept that is normally 
associated with football, basketball and 
baseball. While some players are obviously 
the leaders and standouts, it takes a team 
effort in these sports to win consistently. 

Mention golf and many think only of the 
individual style seen on the pro tour. One 
man against a course and a host of 
opponents, an individual fighting for 
individual glory. 

Yet golf can also be a team sport. 

Chaffey College’s squad, under the 
direction of head coach Mary Williams, is 
currently battling some of the best junior 
college teams in the state on some of the 
toughest courses in Southern California. 
Mission Hills, Saticoy, Mission Lakes and 
Upland Hills Country Club (the Panthers’ 
home course) test the skills of those whmo 
challenge them. 

Rupert Vahey, Ontario High School grad 
and freshman at Chaffey this year, shot a 68 
during the Panthers initial match of the 
season. Yet, this is his first true taste of 
team play since Ontario does not field a golf 
team. 

“It’s different,’’says Vahey, who hopes to 
use the experience he gains at Chaffey to 
earn a golf scholarship at a four-year school. 
“You have to keep your head, shrug off a 
bad shot and make up for it later on. It’s 
more than just you out there, it’s a group of 
players trying to shoot their best.” 

The whole point of team golf is that it 
takes more than just one outstanding player 
to win. No matter how good certain — 
members may be, a team is only as strong 
as its fifth player. 

“It’s hard to teach that to some of the 
kids as they come out,” admits Williams, 
entering her second season as the Panthers’ 
coach. “Players just can’t go out and have a 
bad round hoping that everyone else does 
better. One person can’t carry the team, no 
matter how good he or she is.” ~ 

Maybe even more than individual golf, 
this brand of play requires a firm leash on 
one’s emotions, something Williams feels 
Vahey has. 

“He’s aconsistant player, a serious 
golfer who commits himself to playing his 
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best. But he also commits himself to the 
team in the process. One bad shot doesn’t 
destroy him. He just picks up the pieces and 
gets back into action. You wish you had a 
whole team of players like him, very 
coachable and very reliable.”’ 

From a squad of 12, only five compete in 
the team’s matches. So every week there’s a 
battle to see who will “make the grade.” 

At present, Vahey, Fontana resident Gary 
Patterson, John Iriart from Chino, Dave Hill 
of Etiwanda and Alta Loma grad Andy Grant 
top the list. But each knows there are seven 
others right behind, working to push into the 
lineup. 

“This is a great group of players, almost 
all interested in putting the team first,” says 
Williams. ‘“‘We get such a variety of players. 
Rupert is a freshman right out of high 
school. Meanwhile Dave (Hill) is 27 years 
old, works two jobs, has a wife and two kids 
and still gets out here to play. That’s the

kind of dedication we have this year.” 

The move this year from Sierra La 
Verne to Upland Hills was a big one 
for the Panthers.

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Heating 
bills go up 
in state 


Although Californians 
have escaped the worst 
of the nation’s winter 
weather this year, the 
state Public Utilities 
Commission says that 
many consumers will 
face high heating bills. 

A conservation program 
set up in November 1982 
can help utility 
customers with electric 
heating units. 

Utility customers using 
electricity for space 
heating were singled out 
for the program because 
their heating costs are 
much higher than 
average. 

The program, ‘“‘One 
Warm Room,” advises 
customers with electric _ 
forced air furnaces or 
wired heating systems 
they are not absolutely 
dependent on those 
heating systems for 
comfortable and 
economical winter 
heating. 

These customers are 
encouraged to turn off 
their furnaces and use a 
portable electric space 
heater to heat the one or 
two rooms where they 
engage in household 
activities. Customers 
using fuels other than 
electricity can also save 
money using “One Warm 
Room” practices. 

Ina pilot program 
conducted lats winter in 
Camarillo, Southern 
California Edison 
Company (SCE) found 
that the energy savings 

attributed to “One Warm 
Room”’ for the average 
participant were 107 
kilowatt-hours per 
heating month. The 
savings would be about 
$10 each month.
